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4 The Inspector-General observes that the value of property affected by 
registration has in effect risen on an average by 13 per cent over the returns of 
the last triennium, the figures for that period having been fortuitously swollen by 
ihe inclusion of a single large estate of ovei 80 lakhs in Jubbulpore, There has 
thus been an inciease in the value of property affected by registration out of 
proportion to the increase in the number of registrations recorded. The 
enhancc'd value of property is largely due to the increase in the value of land in 
Berar. The substantial increase in the number of leases registered in Berar 
also testifies to the development of transactions in land in that area. In this part 
of the Province it is at present a not uncommon practice for the well-to-do classes 
to invest their savings in agricultural land which they do not cultivate themselves, 
but lease out to tenants for the sake of the regular and remunerative income 
from rents 

5. Perpetual leases again show a marked increase, as high as 32 per cent, 
in (he Ctmtral Provinces. It was observed in the Resolution of 1911 that these 
documents appeared to be designed to defeat the law prohibiting transfers and 
that the premia paid to malgu/ars on such occasions were frequently concealed. 
The present report shows that only i i cases of such concealment have come to 
light, and ii the practice is as common as is supposed, it is obvious that many 
more must have escaped detection Deputy Commissioners and District Regis- 
trars should continue to give their attention to this matter. 

6 Deeds ot gift and wills, though comparatively not very numerous, show 
a steady rise The prevalence of plague in the earlier part of the triennium may 
account in some measure for this increase in dispositions of property ; and it is 
possible that in Berar the grant of gitts is resorted to as a device for frustrating 
the village money-lender or evading the ordinary law of succession. But apart 
from special local causes, the development of this branch of registration ma.y be 
accepted as a further indication of the growing appreciation by the public of the 
advantages of the system 

7 The receipts of the Department again show a substantial growth and 
lepresent an advance of 23 per cent on the income for the last triennium Tht‘ 
large increase in fees in Berar is chiefly due to the enhancement of dues introduced 
in 1910. Expenditure has risen in a much smaller ratio than receipts and 
lepresents only 35 per cent of the sum total of the latter. 

8. The cliange in the system of district control by which the Deputy 
Commissioner is no longer ex-officio District Registrar, his place being taken 
bv the Treasuiy Officer, has resulted on the whole in more satisfactory inspection. 
But the inadequacy of inspection is noticeable in the districts of Akola, Amraoti 
and Yeotmal. where registration business is on a large scale, and the Chief 
Commissioner trusts that the matter will receive attention The increase in the 
number of offices inspected by Sub-Divisional Officers is satisfactory, but in this 
respect also there is scope for improvement. The value of such inspections is 
demonstrated by the fact that they were the means of bringing to light some 
impoitant cases of misconduct on the part of the local staff. 


9. The necessity for constant vigilance is indicated by the list of irregu- 
larities and punishments mentioned in the report, which shows that much 
remains to be done in the way of improving the morale of the lower ranks of the 
Department. The work of the Department offers facilities for dishonest 
practices, and so long as it continues to be manned, as at present, by a staff of 
low-paid officials, it is too much to expect the highest standard of integrity. 
Since the receipt of the report the proposals submitted by the Chief Commis- 
sioner for the reorganization of the Registration Department have been sanction- 
-ed by the Secretary of State, and it is hoped that when it is re-established 
on a revised basis it will be possible to secure closer and more constant cor^ 
over the subordinate staff, so as to prevent abuses and to encourage 
in a Department which is of considerable and inertasing irpportanc^^®”*^®

REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE REGISTRATION DEPART- 
MENT IN THE CENTRAL PROVINCES AND BERAR DURING 
THE CALENDAR YEARS 1911, 19*2 AND 1913- 


PART 1. 


Registration Statistics. 

Expansion of Busin ess. —The period under report deals wdh registrations 
effected during the Calendar years 1911, 1912 and *913- 
conditions of the first two of these years were satisfactory. ^ e 9 3 

began well but ended poorly, owing to the abrupt and early cessation of the rams 
There was a fall in the price of cotton, money was tight and the Bombay bank 
failures iiivolved some of our leading firms. Still, the average num r o 
registrations effected during the trienniuro in the Central Provinces and berar 
rose by 6 per cent, vis., from 82,300 to 87,300. In ray 
preceding triennium I showed that there were special reasons for the unusual 
increase in the number of registrations which had then taken . ecrease 

might almost have been expected to dollow. The preset further rise, srnall 
though it is, is a proof of the steady progress which the Department is making 
from year to vear. Amongst the factors that have mainly attributed to the 
increase in the volume ol registration business may be stated the ^eneiai 
prosperity and development of the Provinces, the coristruction and opening ot 
railways, the expansion of building operations in our principal towns^ t e 'Orma ion 
of Co-operative Credit Societies in parts of the Provinces and, above all, tne 
introduction of a record-of-rights into Berar. 

2. The average annual registrations numbered 35.3°° Central 

Provinces and 52,000 in Berar during the triennium under report, the ngures 
being 36,700 and 45,600 respectively in the previous period. Berar shows an 
increase of 14 per cent and the Central Provinces a fall of 4 per cent. The 
registrations in Berar during this triennium exceeded those of Centra! rroviimes 
by 47 per cent. Three years ago the excess was only 24 per 

increase of 5,000 registrations in the combined areas occurred m all classes 

of documents save “ Registrations of moveable property ” and has been shared 

by all districts except Narsingbpur, Chhindwara, Saugor, Hoshangabad,_ Betul, 
Damoh, Mimar, Seoni, Wardha, Mandla and Drug. The decrease is most 
marked in Narsingbpur (—27 per cent), Chhindwara ( 18 per cent), baugor 

(^i4percent) and Hoshangabad (-13 per cent), the other districts having 
a decline of less than 10 per cent. The tendency to a decrease may be regarde 
as the natural result of the reaction that followed the extraordinary increase m ^ ® 
number of mortgages relating to immoveable propertv (compulso^ registrations) 
during the previous triennium, this branch of registration having stimulated 
by the Ruling of the Privy Council referred to in paragraph i of the last tnennm 
report, which reduced the period of limitation in certain mortgage suits from do 
to 12 years. 

3. The aggregate value of land affected by registration has on an average 

risen from 404 lakhs of rupees to 458 lakhs during tne tnepnium nnder r^op 
an increase of 13 percent over the figure of the last triennium. in the Lentra 
Pcovinces the value has fallen from, 184 lakhs to 177 lakhs wmle in_ B^erat L

that Division has been steadily rising in value. 

4. Summary of comparati-ve figures of 1912 and 19*3. — Compulsory 
registrations for the Central Provinces and Berar aggregated 82,815 in I9i3» 
against 79,900 in spM; optional registrations affecting immoveable property 
2,^ 59, against 2,633 ; registrations affecting moveable property 6,3 1 2, against 
6,097 j ”':Hs and authorities to adopt 864, rigainst 922 ; total registrations 92,650, 
agains' 89,553. The increase of 3'5 per cent in the total registrations occurred 
in all classes of d'/cumenls save “ Wills and authorities to adopt”. 

5. The aggregate value of the property affected rose from 485 lakhs of 
rupees last year to 5 13 lakhs — by 6 per cent. In the Central Provinces it increased 
from 187 lakhs to 195 lakhs (4 per cent) and in Berar from 298 to 317 lakhs 
(6 per cent). The rise in the price of land is largest in the cotton-producing 
tracts of the Central Provinces and Berar. 


6. Regisiralions affeciing immoveable property — compulsory — Triennial 
comparison . — The triennial period under report shows an increase of 7 per 
cent in the average number of registrations and of 14 per cent in their value 
for the combined areas. In Berar the number of documents and iheir value 
have both risen, by 14 and 28 per cent respectively, while the Central Provinces 
show a fall of 4 per cent in the number of registrations and a fall of 3.1- per cent 
in their value As explained in paragraph 3, the Central Provinces figures 
for the last trlennium were greatly swollen by the inclusion of a few releases 
of e;:ceptional values in the Jubbulpore district. 

Gifts have continued to increase both in the Central Provinces and Berar. 
The increase under this head for the combined areas is 29 per cent, being 
14 per cent for the Central Provinces and 52 per cent for Berar. The increase 
has becni sliared by all the districts except Drug, where the fall is attributed 
to the Settlement operations that were in force in that district during the last 
triennium. 


Sales . — -The average number of sales rose from 28,916 to 3?*,635 
in this triennium — an increase of 13 per cent for the combined areas, being 4 per 
cent for the Central Provinces and sS per cent for Berar. The districts in 
Tvhich the increase is most marked in the Central Provinces are Bilaspur 
(37 f:ent) and Raipur (30 per cent). In Bilaspur the increase is attributed 
to the demand for houses and building sites in the head-quarters town which 
is rapidly growing in importance ; in Raipur it is attributed to the closing of 
the Settlement operations. In Berar the increase is evenly distributed all over 
the area and is due chiefly to the general rise in the value of land. 


Mortgages . — The average annual number of mortgages during the triennium 
under report has fallen from 29,820 to 27,656 (7 percent). The Central Provinces 
show a fall of 21 per cent, Berar an increase of 2 per cent. The decrease 
is general and has been explained in paragraph 2 of this report. The only 
districts in which the average annual number of mortgages has Increased are 
Jubbulpore in the Central Provinces and Akola and Buldana in Berar. The 
increase in Jubbulpore is attributed to the opening of Co-operative Banks in 
important villages and towns of that district. In Akola and Buldana it is also 
ascribed partly to the same cau.se. 


Other instruments . — These include generally notices of surrenders of occu- 
pancy 01 ordinary holdings, partition deetjs, releases, settlement deeds, transfer.®, 
b.gree,itients, &c. The average animal number of these documents _ increased from

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Perpetual leases. — The average number of these transactions during the 
triennium under report increased from 1,462 to 1936 (32 per cent) in the 
Central Provinces. These documents aie rarely used in Berar. In the Central 
Provinces this kind of lease is often executed for the transfer of tenancy rights 
by one tenant to another, the Malguzar being the go-between, ft was pointed 
out in paragraph 6 of the last triennial report that the premia received by the 
Malguzar are often not recorded in the deed, the omission being designed to 
defraud the Government of the -evenue due. The attentio’i of ail ihe 
Deputy Commissioners and District fvegistrar.s was drawn to the remarks 
contained in paragraph 4 of the Chief tJoinm.issionor’s resolulio: , dated the 
24th July igiijOn the triennial rtperL for the yeu.s igoil, rgeg and 'gto. 
Eleven cases relating to the concealment of premia were reported daring the 
triennium under report. In all of them s'utable acliou v/es taken to piinish the 
offenders. 

Other leases.— Tht average number 0! these leases for the comCineu area 
shows an increase of 1,651 (21 per cent). In the Central Provinces they 
haie decreased from 1,430 to 1,188 (17 per cent) while in lierar they rose from 
6 'S 54 8,447 (29 P®"" cent). In Berar the increase is throughout tlse Division 

and indicates the general tendency of the well-to-do classes to invest their 
savingg- in the acquisition of land and then lease it out again !o cultivators. In 
the Centra! Provinces the fail has been shared by all districts except Jubbulpore 
and Bilaspur. These two districts show a small increascj cue to ■iho rising 
demand for building sites. In other districts the dtcrer.se is r ttributed partly to 
the favourable crops of the last two years and partly to tho Settlement operatirns 
in force in some of them. The formes' is, I think, the preponderating cause. 
There had been a large increase (44 per cent) in the Central Provinces during 
the previous triennium, due mostly to the iailure of the 1907 monsoon. 

In Berar the premium paid for a lease was on an average equal to one 
year’s rent, while in Central Provinces it averaged ten times the annual 
rent, the land which is sub-leased being often fields held in absolute-occupancy 
right and paying a low rent. 


7. Optional registrations relating to immoveable property. — The number 

of registrations under this head (average 2,633) shows a trifling rise, 
confined to Berar. The district in which the increase is most marked is Yeotmal, 
•where, owing to constant disputes be’tween Izardars and their tenants in 
connection with occupancy rights, a practice has grown up by which leases for 
a term of less than a year are often brought for registration. The fall in the 
Central Provinces is noticed mainly under the head “Other instruments” 
pertaining to this class of registrations— the number of which is always fluctuat- 
ing. ' ■ ' 

8. Registraiions affecting moveable property. — The triennium under report 
does not disclose any appreciable change in the number of registrations (6,087) 
under this head, 


9. Wills and authorities to adopt.— '■Tht registrations under this head 
have been steadily rising. In the Centra! Provinces the increase is 26 per cent 
(from 367 to 461) and in Berar it is 31 per cent (from 284 to 373). 
The increase is general throughout the Provinces and is due to the spread 
of a knowledge of legal requirements. Amraoti (154) continues to head 
the list, Akola (92) ‘coming next. Nagpur (88) stands third ‘ and Buldan a (6g) 
fourth. “ '

of appeals presented decreased from 286 to 241 The number of cases 
in nhich appeals were successful also decreased frorn 21 1 to 155 Cases 
in which orders of refusal were allowed to stand increased from 75 to 
86 These figures seem to show that there has been more discretion in the 
exercise of the power to refuse registration The number of cases in which the 
Civil Courts ordered registrations during this trlennium was 18 — an increase 
of I 

Orders filed under the Land Improvement Loans Act and those filed under 
the Agriculturists’ Loans Act have fallen from 6,204 and 1,986 to 1,257 
and 1,158 respectively. The decline is due partly to the genera! prosperity 
of the agricultural classes and partly to a change in '"1 e system of taking security 
for the loans advanced Loans are now often granted on the joint guarantee of 
several tenaiils The security in such cases being only personal, copies of the 
orders granting the loans are not sent to the Registration offices The activities 
of the Co-operative Banks are also responsible to some extent for the decline 
in the number of these orders. Copies of sale certificates filed under Sec- 
tion 316 of the Civil Procedure Code (now rule 94 of Order XXI of the First 
Schedule) fell from 7,097 to 6,742 Copies of sale certificates filed by 
Revenue Courts show a small rise of 348 Applications for searches and 
copies rose from 35,581 to_ 48,604 (37 per cent). The increase under 
this head in the Centra! Provinces was 14 per cent. In Berar it was as high 
as 70 per rent The rise in the Central Provinces is accounted for mainly by 
the reduction in the rates of search fees, while in Berar the increase is due partly 
to this reason and partly to the introduction of a record-of-rights. 

The number of prosecutions under Section 83 of the Registration Act rose 
from 3 to 4 during the period under report. The first case was from the Nimar 
district. The accused had falsely personated the man who as to present the 
document. He was fined Rs 100. The second case was from Buldana. The 
accused were charged with having made false statements before the Sub-Regis- 
trar, Khamgaon. The Magistrate sentenced them to 6 months’ imprisonment. 
On appeal the conviction was upheld but the sen'ence was converted from that 
of imprisonment into one of fine of Rs. 10 each. The third case was again from 
the Nimar district. Three persons w^ere prosecuted cn a charge of forgery of a 
document brought for registration befrre the Sub -Registrar, Burhanpur. The 
prosecution ended in the conviction of the accused, but on appeal they were 
acquitted by the Sessions judge who left it open to the District Magistrate to 
proceed against the accused persons on a charge of false personation The 
District Magistrate, how'ever, did not consider it necessary to take further action 
against the accused, holding that they had been sufficiently punished by the 
confinement and expense involved by their first trial The fourth case w'as from 
Saugor. The accused was charged with I a\ii g falsely represented one of the 
minor executants of a document to be a major, and was sentenced to pay a 
fine of Rs. 50. The District Magistrate, however, set aside the conviction on 
appeal 

II Transfers of Agricultural Holdings — The average number of sale 
deeds of land held in proprietary rights (3,239) remained almost unchanged 
during the period under report. The sales of villages and shares (3,874) increased 
by 2 per cent. There is a similar increase of 3 per cent in the revenue and 
cesses affected. The area transferred has, however, decreased by 12 per cent. 
The incidence of revenue and cesses per acre of land rose from Re. 0*4-8 to 
Re. 0-5-6. The area transferred to agriculturists shows a fall of 5 per cent, 
that transferred to olhera a fall of 25 per cent. Of the total sales 71 per 
cent are in favour of agriculturists. These figures seem to show that the financial 
condition of the agricultural community has appreciably improved. The districts 
in which the transfers are most conspicuous are Jubbulpore (490 sales) and 
Wardha (468 sales). 
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has fallen from 2,753,7*6 acres to 2,109,393 (23 percent) and the revenue 
from Rs 8,05,297 to Rs. 7,90,670 (s per rent). The decline in the number of 
mortgagees of villages and shares is shared by all the districts except JuLbulpore, 
Bhandara and Chanda, where an increase of 70, 39 and 10 cases respectively is 
observed The decrease is chielly attributed to the fact that the two years’ 
period of grace allow'ed by the Privy Council Ruling, it! which to institute suits 
relating to mortgages, expired on the 7th August 1910, aid that creditors had 
taken full advantage of the concession granted to them during this interval 
It was therefore but natural to expect a dectease in these niorigages when the 
concession terminated Of the toiaj mortgages pertaining to \ silages and shares, 
6i per cent are in favour of non-agriculturists 

The number of sale deeds relating to maiik makbuza and absolute-occu- 
pancy holdings has remained s'ationarv The area transferred by the proprietors 
of malik-makbuza land as well as the area transferred by absolute-occupancy 
tenants show a fall of 2 and 4 per cent respectivv-ly ; while the land revenue and 
cesses increased by 3 per cent in each case Two-thirds of the malik-makbuza 
and absolute-occupancy holdings trans’^wired went to agriculturists 

Mortgage deeds of malik-makbuza and absolute-occupancy holdings have 
declined from 12,375 9>^99 (22 per cent), the reasons being the same as that 

given in regard to mortgages of villages About 63 per cent of the area 
transferred went to non-agriculturists 


PART II. 

The Administration of the Department. 

12. Registration Offices and Establishment . — During the tiiennium under 
report a new sub office W’as opened at Patan in the Jubbulpore district Tnis 
raised the number of Registration offices in the Central Provinces from 83 to 84 
and caused the addition of one more Sub-Registrar to the Central Provinces Regis- 
tration establishment. The offices and the establishment as they stood in the 
Centra! Pi evinces at the close of the triennium under report were 18 offices 
held by District Registrars, 61 bv salaried Sub-Registrars and 5 by ex-o 0 cio 
Sub-Registrars. The offices and establishment in Berar remained unaltered 
Eleven sub-offices were provided with Government buildings during the triennium 
under report ; they were Dhamangaon, Waiud, Kurha and Kholapur in the 
Amranti district, Dahiharda and Sirpur in Akc’a, Umarkbed and Ghatanji in 
Yeotmal, Shegaon in Buldana, Narkhed in Nagpur and Dcori in Saugor At 
present all offices are situated in Government bu.ldi igs save ia in Berar which 
are still held in tented houses Steps are be'uig t<. ken to provide Goveinment 
buildings for these offices 

13 Receipts.’— The total income of the Department shows a steady use. 
During the first triennium (1905 — 1907) after the amalgamation of Berar with 
Centra! Provinces the average annual income amounted to Rs. 2,20,396 The 
triennium that followed it provided an average income of Rs. 2,96,39s — an 
increase of nearly 35 per cent At the close of the triennium under report the 
income stood at Rs. 3,63,688 — a further increase of 23 per cent. In the 
Central Provinces the average income rose from Rs 1,45,112 to Rs, 1,48,128 
(2 per cent) as against a decrease of 4 per cent in the number of registrations; 
while in Berar the average income rose from Rs. 1,51,280 to Rs. 2,15,560 
(42 per cent) as against an increase of 14 per cent in the number of re^stra- 
tions The rise in the Central Provinces is apparently due to the registration 
of documents of higher values.

With a vie’ <t keeo »hc Registrati^ i Department under closer observation 
Sub-D iv’isional Ufficers were i istiucted to ins^.ect Regwtra ion offices in 1911 
I issued a meirorandum for their guidance in such inspection work. The number 
of Registration offices inspected by Sub-Divisional Officers during the year 1913 
was 26 in the Central Provinces and 20 in Berar, a distinct improvement on the 
work of 1912 It was due to ihese inspections that some important cases of 
misconduct were brought to light 


17. Work of Insppctors of Registration Offices. — Mr. Bhayalal was in 
charge of the Southern Circle throughout the year 1913 and spent 256 days on 
tour. He inspected 39 offices out of the 41 in his Circle, leaving only Narkhed 
and Sironcha uninspected He has since ins ecLed the Narkhed office. The 
Sironcha sub-office is quite an unimportant office, situated very far from the 
Inspector’s other work. I have instructed him not to inspect it before 1916, 
Mr. Bhawani Shanker Dube was in charge of the Northern Citcle throughout 
the year He spent 293 days on tour and inspected all the offices (43) in his 
Circle, 27 of them twice and i three times Mr Ahmed Hussain was 
in charge of the West Berar Circle throughout the year. He spent 304 days 
on tour and inspected all the 32 offices in his Circle twuce Mr. Meshack was 
in charge of the East Berar Circle throughout the year except for 3 months, from 
the i8th April to I7tb |uly 1913, during which period he was on privilege leave. 
He spent 167 days on tour and inspected all the 28 offices in his Circle. Of 
these he inspected 22 offices twice and 5 three times. Mr D. V. Gokhale, who 
officiated for Mr. Meshack, spent 60 days on tour and inspected 14 offices during 
the period.

— The work of Messrs Bhayalal, 
Ahmed Hussain and Bhawani Shanker Dube as Inspectors of Registration Offices

20 Casualties . — One Inspector of Registration Offices (Mr Sakharam 
Pant) and 14 Sub-Registrars (8 in the Central Provinces and 6 in Berar) 
retired during the trienmum under report. 

21. Irregularities ~—ht the close of the previous triennium (1908 — 10) 
two cases against Sub-Registrars were pending — one against Laxman 
Balaji, Sub-Registrar, Garchiroli m the Chanda district, the other against 
Bhujang Gopal, Sub- Registrar, Jawmlka in the Akola district. The former was 
prosecuted on a charge of abetment of forgery and was sentenced to two years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. He was dismissed from Government service. The other 
Sub-Registrar was dismissed. During the triennium under report seven cases 
of serious misconduct were reported to the Local Administration. Rahimbux, 
Sub-Registrar, Mahasamund in the Raipur district, w'as prosecuted on a charge of 
receiving an illegal gratification and was convicted and sentenced to two 
years’ rigorous imprisonment by the First Class Magistrate, Raipur. He was, 
however, acquitted on appeal by the Sessions Judge and has since been reinstated. 
Narayan Baliram, Sub- Registrar, Babulgaon, was similarly prosecuted under 
Section 161, Indian Penal Code, but was discharged by the First ClaiaS Magis- 
trate, Yeotmal This Sub-Registrar was subsequently dismissed for miscon- 
duct, Kazi Mahabur Rahman, Sub-Registrar, Burhanpur, was suspended 
on a charge of having registered a document which he knew was a forged one. 
He was, however, reinstated under the orders of the Hon’ble the Chief Com- 
missioner. The other Sub-Registrars who were dismissed for misconduct were 
Bebariidl, Sub -Registrar, Mortakka, Venkatesh Narayan, Sub- Registrar, Ellichpur, 
Gulam Kasim, Sub- Registrar, Shegaon, and Balwant Ganesh, Sub-Registrar, 
Murtizapur. This long list of scandals indicates rather an attempt to reform the 
Department than a lapse from a higher state of rectitude on the part of the Sub- 
Registrars 


22. I regret the delay in the submission of this report due to the late 
receipt of reports from District Registrars, Mandla, Yeotmal and Chhindwara 
and from Inspectors of Registration Offices, Southern Circle and East Berar 
Circle. The report from the Inspector of Registration Offices, East Berar Circle, 
was received in my office on the 14th April instead of on the 15th March 1914. 
The explanations of the offenders will be obtained and if necessary forwarded 
ior the information of the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner.
